A good rule 
kor both conscientious legisla¬ 
tors and hard-pressed tax-payers 
during the closing days of the 
session, when there is a natural 
disposition to rush through legis¬ 
lation, is that every bill should be 
judged giullty until proven inno¬ 
cent. For most experienced legis¬ 
lative observers reocgnlze that 
many of the bills wbicn have been 
held back and not pressed until 
the eleventh hour are studded 
with jokers.

W HEN it comes to the matter 
of maximum working hours 
per day no group in Cali¬ 
fornia needs the assistance of or¬ 
ganized labor more than the mem¬ 
bers of the State Assembly. 
Since May 20 the lower house 
has been operating on a schedule 
of approximately 18 hours a day. 
Saturdays and holidays are ig¬ 
nored, and only Sunday is al¬ 
lowed for recuperation. It is be¬ 
coming increasingly difficult to 
get a majority of the members 
to report each morning at the ap¬ 
pointed time without the aid of 
the sergeant-at-arms and his 
staff. This situation, which is 
said to be the rule rather than 
the exception at every session, is 
not conducsive to sound legislative 
practice ajid should have the ser¬ 
ious consideration of every voter 
desiring an improvement in our 
existing conditions. 

Some efforts arc now being made 
to eliminate this biennial conges¬ 
tion. A bill Introduced by Senator 
Tickle provides that tae Legis¬ 
lature shall meet annually, except 
under a special call of the Gover¬ 
nor. If this measure is adopted 
It will not onlv ho mandatorv for 
the Legislature to convene an¬ 
nually but It will also provide 
that only the budget may be con- 
.sldered In the odd years whut 
all other legislative matters win 
be disposed of in the even year 
session. This proposed change has 
received much favorable com¬ 
ment.

A ccording to a report by 
the United States Treasury, 
dated May 29, on FederM 
emergency relief expenditures, a 
total of $10,500,000,000 has been 
laid out in relief during the past 
four years, of which $2,212,500,000 
was spent in the first 10 months 
of this fiscal year.

In 
the latest month included in the 
estimates the aggregate relief 
spending reached the all time high 
of $275,167,000. Also, included in 
the figures are 21,000,000 persons 
on relief, at the socalled bottom 
of the depression, while now there 
are 23,000,000.

Whatever your taste in home out¬ 
door life, lighting will increase its 
enjoyment.

A special 
hooded fixture lights a ping pong 
table satisfactorily. 

You will have lights at your pic¬ 
nic table and barbecue, of course. 
Weatherproof electrical outlets at 
those points make possiJ)Ie the use 
of small electrical cooking appli¬ 
ances and the radio.
